And 
though my ſ{-Ife be coo yaworthy to explaine what 
his Maicſtics h1den prou:ftons atc,of thoſe which 
hauc open ſhew for his Kingdomes good; and 
know how ncatc flattecie and grofle adulation 
plate deltuerie and trueth comes: yet ſince they 


be good delices in othersnone ill in my felte, which 


hauc ſtirred me vp to this preſumption 3 and Ver- 
tne may beas confident to challenge her ownc, as 
Vicc is apt to borrow of inſinuation ; I askeleaue

Craſſzes, at {1xti: yeeres olJe, begin= 
ning to march againſt the Partheans:hut eacn at his 
fAr't carraunce doth ſo addreſle himlclte to his 
gOUCTRNEMEnt 
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gouctnement, as all arc proudeatthis inſtant, who 
ſpake well betore,andthey who {ee himnow, find 
abilitieto ſpeake for cuer, Ir ſhallnot be ſayd of 
him, he beares his time well, as if jomewhat were 
co be allowed to his new enteraunces but he vſcch 
his time well. It was Damaſippes faul: to giue 
Cicero ſo much aduantage, hauing bjidden him to 
ſupper, as by hauing kept his VV jnc fourtic yeeres 
in his houſe, to be ſubieR to his gucſtes cenſnre, 
chat it bore the age weil, This Kinges time came 
whea it ſhould be vſcd,and is ved whea'itis come: 
Enzlandallured nothim to it, till it ſent ro him for 
ir. He hath taken a ſtare Caprine, by Gods pro- 
uidence, and his Maicſtics good viage of his guiftss 
was not taken priſoner,as Polzcrates was by Eurotes: 
Therctore he pertakes Gods blefsinges not a- 
oainſt the Fates, but by aircon of the Heauens, 
Before his Highneſle is treaſure, in his comming 
hither: ſome (1 hope) will finde it behinde him, 
if God blefſe the golden Mynes in Scotland. 
Cefellizes Baſſus applauded Nero for being deere 
vntothe Gods, as in whole time onely, Gold long 
timehidde,came tolight, There arc(i cannot denic) 
who are (0 vahappte, as toconicfture, that ſome 
that, hath ſeenelight, is gone that way to be hidde: 
But n<1ther ſhall tayle the yſc ofthis Kr gdomeut 
God blcſle the ones finding, and graunt means ro 
the others returniag,fiace now the King hat'i pro- 
pound:d,tiat an ynion may be confiimed the only 
Fi oe 0 HO £ mMcancs 
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meancstodraw al y'cs fromthence,tothe good of 
ys hcere, without our lofle in any thing, which 
with the gaine by this cauſe, willnot be well requi« 
ted; nor will it belong to the appearance thereof, 
when his Matcſlics ſubices ſhall bell contoyned, 
which are borne and inhabite within one contte 
nent, haue,andlong may they haue the ſame ſouc- 
rijgnc,{utter noe deuiſion, nor which cuer did,o- 
ther then what the Diucll drew on for the puniſh- 
ment of both3 and it ſcemes Gods ſacred ordinance; 
ro moouc the Kings Maicſtic to afteQ theamendes 
of, forthe good of either . They baue reaſon to 
tollow,where their King 1s; weecauſe to imbrace 
them, who come with him. The Countrey beſides 
is honored in his Highneſle, which bredde ſuch a 
King,as liucs to prooue (hath nota bare teftimo- 
nic ofa thing forgotten) more abilitic in him ſclfe, 
then Darius on his Tombe was commended for ; 7 
45 4 jiniend to my friends, an horſeman and bownan 
excellent : 1 was beſt of Huntſhmen, and in my perſons 
rould doe all thinges . And ſhall not Crrus bis coun 
faile to Cambiſes his ſoane, make vs more aſſured, 
to hauc 4 Sceprer compatted of multitudes of Friends, 
then of quantitic of Gola. Anjhow can we com- 
paCt them, but to make them like Nzobees Tombe, 
being the Marble ? This T omhe hath no dead body; 
thu dead bedy hath no Tombe:bat the one as the other,

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hath greateſt cauſc(it their ingratitude ſhall not giue

a if we were prayſed for ill conditions, Reueread 
and Worthy men hath thz King to heare, as cucr 
King was ferucd withall, both graue and wilc: 
and wiſc and toute: ſuc'1 as of whom it C11 vor 
be layd, that they haue lefle of Eloquence then of 
Fayth 3 being as excellent ſpeakers, as carctuil 
docrs : neither lefſe Honor, then may commaunde 
ducticzacing many by kimleltc aduaunced, o a hers 
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better then alwaycs confirme.}, or more then be- 
tore increaſed . T hey arethev to whor the Law 
C4:100t bY vnpleatin,raat _Amaſis King of Ezypt 
made vt: ſingult apul pre 1des proxincie o5tenderent 
Unade vinerent. Th is in Enzlind on capitall heal 
otmany mainifolde yices, wacn m2inimay line by 
what meanzs they can, onely anſwearing vnto 
publicke accu{uions; whereas tiow they get, what 
they {pende3 how they fpnQc , What they cet how 
they outtace meaner Magilſtcactc;3ow they blinde 
greater, incauſcs of danger how they find many,

Zenophones Colophonizs, who was called Home: 
romaſlixe, 11 lamentation ot b1s pouertie, rold a 
King of Cecely, chat he was ſcarce able to keepe 
two Seruantes : Yer quoth the King, he whom 
you rayle ypon, feedeth 10000. being, dead: ſo 
are worthy men by meane ones defaced; ſo prat- 
chantnefle knowes not it is ſawciczſo come taulue 
humours to be vnpuniſhcd, becau'e not ſeene; and 
not ſcene, becauſe not regarded , 

In Rowe it is written , Rntilizs and Scaurus had 
petition for a Conſalſhip, and ar laſt Rutilizs gaue 
way tO Scaurus , Scaurits acculed Rutilins of Cane 
uace, becaule in Rautilius his Tables was written 
A.F.P.R. which Scaurus did interpret as ſigmfying 
done by the faych of Publins Rutilins, afF um fide 
Publy Kntily,as it Rutilis had corrupred the voy- 
ces,and Scaurns could not haus been made Confull 
without Rurzlins had renounced ynto him : Bur 
Rntilins made this interpretation,ante facFum poſtea 
relatum, that firlt it was had, afterwards reſtored : 
as if Scaurus had by his name framed his Office, 
and he had bzen but the pronouncer of his reputa- 
tion . Caius Caninins a Romaine Knight being on 
the part of Ryſus,notwitnitanding held, that neither 
Intcrpteration was true vp2n thole Letters, bur 
that they imported ,/Emrlrns fecit pledFitur Rutilins, 
e/Amilius did 1t,a0d Rutihius fultered tor 1t; that was, 
rookethe repulle, Bat I thinke both then: tor net- 

ther 
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cher arehcere now. 

In thattime, where was the curteſie paſſed be- 
ewixt Larzins and Celius,when they rwo ſpent the 
day fo in commending one another, cither for 0- 
thers worth to be eleqed DiCtators, that ſcarce et- 
ther of th?m could be appoynted on the ſecond day 
of their choyce? 

W here was theathat humanitic which Pom- 
pey ſhewed, who being appoynted vnto Metellus 
his charge, becauſe cAetellus was elder and more 
noble inglorie, would not accept hispreterment 
appoynted vato him, valeſle Hetellus would de- 
ſire his companic in taking ſhare of his care? 

This-cafc had much other pleading when it 
was, and howlocuer Ratilins was ſtucke vuto, 


yet Cicero gaue not all to that ſpeaker 5 but in de- 
ciſion of the cauſe ,, hauing tadicially delyuered, 


turned his countenaunce vpon a worthy man 
 ofhis fauour, concluding direQly 1n the behatte 


of Scaurus. 


Morte did not Tull in any day. ſhew himſclfe 


maiſter of his cares, nor: better at any time com- 
maunde his tongue, to vtter his iudgement : Yet 
was that tryall onely brought in to take expert? 
ence of duecie, fully neceſſaric for greater canſcs 
ſooneafter to be propounded : This onely being 
like CAlihiades Dogpe, ſent through the Cine 


of <AiLeas with his tayle cut off ypon purpoſe. 


Cz, That 
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That as it was to try what woonderors were there 
in that body , fo this to diſccrae whether free 
tongues were walking, or notwalking 18 your 
free Cities? 

But howloeuer, had Anzuſtus his Indgement, been 
helde as good as Claudine his benetie, the deciſion 
bad found authoritie, notthe authoritie deciſion, 
Then might the Souidicr haue come to Ceſar to 
aske bis rewarde of pleaſuting him, in a fitter 
time, then attcr he had loſt one of hus cycs at 
Munda. 

But it way be in times forevoing, it hath been 
thought,thatcleanc obſeruance was more worth, 
then holy ducue, to be honored rather sk1lfully, 
then deuoutly col; [cite quam ſantt: : Yer doubr I, 
tlat word Cleane, had drunke too lately in the 
Low Conmtries,ard ſignified rater liele in the ſcare, 
thea mannerly in the obſeruaunce, Ocele as it be- 
fell, Martial would hauc his rule of loving ac 
cept Familiaritic, but aJmic no renerence. 7 # v4 
coli Sexte volebam amore, Sed ſi te colo Sexte non 
amabo.\forherwile, which 1 well beleeuc,and you 
orcat Citics may hapocly heare of that nor want 
of particulcr duztic, bur care of generall good, 
makes refuſall ot that for the Countiics cauſe, 
whereina Kinges commaun4 had otherwilc rea- 
dcly preuayled ouet his Suoretes: while the event 
ot the ones deſire, the others refuſall ſtood vpon 
yacertaine ſuccellcsz audche tarhers care wight be 
| WS +1 | 7; | 
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chought impartiall rouching his owne lawfull 
Childcen,though iflued from divers ventcrs; var 
Vigil could not ſcite Vireil what Watchman could 
not diſcerne day then in view, then to follow his 
caullours with Nz defperanaum Tencro duce et aus 
ſpice Teucro? Nor could it be fayd, © ſocy regs enins 
tonart ſumus ante malorum , tor of the coutcarie 
wee haue had experience lamentable,of this which 
would haue yeelde1comtort, ſuch hath been our 
vahappinefle, though the Hiſtories can tell you 
how ſought, neuer occaſion to any could wee 
rake, 

Better dire&ions then happic direions,men can 
not receaue, ſuch as either are aff:Qcd to be fol- 
lowed tor loue by hope, or men are wonne to im- 
brace by reaſon vpon ground . Him examine by 
his owne,remember his lite palt ſo bleſledly runne 
through, ſo milchicftouſly atrempred ; rake view 
of his citate preſent, of our hopes of bleſſ:dnefls 
by himzand cherevy frame conte&ure how fortu- 
pate his Highnefſe may be in thele his deſires not 
withſtood, but ſubmitred to, by thole who mult 
lceſe liberties as deare as life thereby. 

And ſhould you not take him Kingly, bur Phi- 
loſophically; the rule for his condition fittes him, 
as his Scepter, for a King, becomes him, 

' A body ſtrong, fortunes ritch, the heart ſtoute, 
and braines learned, Mileſins though ro be the 


(cate of happineſlc, 
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Plato he platted fiue kindes of Felicities : good 
Counſcll, good Healt!z, good Fortune, good 
teputation, goodand falſcty eſteemed (but ncuer 
beforc othcrlouers ot W iſedome, loucd them 
better then Philoſophers) abouc all Goodes , 
Goodes, 

I might add to make theſe goodes better,as grea- 
ter forthcir qualitic, maketh not cheir price more 
thentheir quantitic aduauncerh their reputation, 
cucn goodes hanging vpon Ropes. 

Of which kinde, to leaue the Ringes Martine 
riches, in like whereof no Prince in the world is 
knowne to equall him: I may truely ſay, as heis 
farre from taking aduantages vpon thoſe from 
whoſe indilcreete and yaworthy viages, the hay- 
nouſneſlc of their crimes haue giuen their ſtates 
and ſafcties away, ſo might ſo much moderation 
in- cauſe of uſt anger, haue giuen true tryall 
of none ouer great violence in matter of at- 
icon, | 

And were it not for the good of evther, fince 
hce hath charge of both, it would "neicher bee 
the draught of the one to what they ſecke nor, 
nor of the other to what they like not, that 
would make cither Fancies fecme Faces, or Rea» 
{ons almoſt Treaſons, 

Nor can I geflc whence no beteer aisfation 
groweta, yaletlc Opinion may be helde. of the 

higheſt

in nothing to giue them doubr, bur in the heuens

Yer certainely as £Abimelech being hurt by a

So is it euer to be fearcd, that greatneſſe can no 
where ſuffer contradiction with content, where

lefle dagerous to admit too great hopes at home, 
then ſafe for a common wealth to permitte too 
much certaintie of engagement abroad. 

This was it of which Horace ſaid,thatthe hornes 
had hey vpon them, flic thoſe beaſtes, Faenum ha. 


bet in cornu, longe fuge, This Frenchman is black., 
Hunc tu Britane caueto-Nay,l may tell you that this 


nation 1s ſo well traueld, hath ſo much addiction 
to ſee further,as it wil well iointo draw your loo- 
{er abroad, by encreaſe of ſtrength; your richer 
home,with ſupport of wealth. And whether ſuch 
diſpoſitions ate likely to hold, they who haue tra-

Too much occaſion hath ben geue why 
ſecret remeEbrances might hold;ſome 1n aCt,fome 
in fat:burt ſo blefling of vs is God, fo gracious to 
vs is our Kivg,ſo prouidEtarethey ca torleethis, 
as the ſtorye moderne may now be corrected as 
Martials epigrams might be ameEded, which whe 
many interlineations, many ſcorings, could not 
perfit, v4 {itura poteſt, ſpongiaſolapoteſt : many a= 
pologies, many periuries, many {1mple denials, 
many beings out of the way, many facings to the 
teeth, many accuſatios of his better ſubje&ts, ma- 
ny combinations of packes together, though all 
theſe ſhold be & many more,can neuerornot al- 
waics hold allin, or all men :only this asks pardo 
& laies nothing, this takes reuenge 8 doth good 
together, Now let vs haue none aliens, none at- 
tainders, be al free as wee may bee, noble as wee

dren,& could not get theyrcolent vnto it,&thers- 
by was vrged to ſtad in fome queſtion with rhem 
for their difobediEce;ftnding his enimies retoiced 
therar, as hopetulthartro thar diſſection ſom alte- 
ratio might growe, hauing called his citiſehs to- 
gether, he made the publikly know,that true it was 
he had bin gry with his childre, for that they had 
notagreed to their fathers deſires:but afterwards 
it ſcemd good to his fatherly piety to deſced into 


their opints; therefore he would haue the city to. 


take knowledge,that the iflew of the king were ac- 
cordat vnto the wil of thefather.So was that good 
Piſiſtratus drive rather to giue away his own inte- 
reſt,then to [et others take auarage of their diflen- 
tio, Touching who it the father thold haue fatd as 
Diozenes anſwered the poticary,how hold he not 
beleeue that ther were gods, when he knew him c- 
nimy to them. VVhy it thold not be feared thatop- 
pofirio to greatneſle, in acauſc indifferent, might 
tcache greatneſſe how great 1t 1s in a cauſe that 
were iuſt , be you Iudges quo zure quagque ininria, 
But it may be 1n your great cityes and among{t 
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your followers and friendes,there are diuerſities 

of reſolutios,though not qnot capita tot ſenſus.For 

it may bee ſome cannot finde meanes of delibe- 

ration,vnleſle their reſpites of iudgement may be 

enlarged ro quantum diutins cogito,Others happily 
'may tulfi}l you with ſo many reaſons,as vpo ſome 
kinde of inditement might hang a ſubie&,had but 
half an one more ben added;ſo fruitfull they ſeem 
to be of coceits, though theirreuenues of reaſons, 
in this cauſe to be ſpent, would hardly maintaine 
an army, to fight with arguments an whole yeare 
in open batcail againſt this vnion. Bur many had 
thoſe need to be, could refuſe anatio ſo welcom, 
at an imbracement ſo neceſfary.VVhy ſhould we 
ſticke ypon needleſle feares? Dezeneres animes ti. 
mor arguit,\Vhy ſhould we,being grown into the 
peace of Irelana,tay, that angus latet inter herb.zs 
odoriferas? An wholſome country breeds no ſer- 
pent: no fraud lurks in honeſt meaning, But theſe 
1mprouiſtons to this vnderſtading are to be arttri. 
bured to late times foregoing: wherein the ſexe 
could not by any indeuor meditatethings ſo pro- 
per for the eſtate, as improper for their perſons: 
neither were their opportunities alike, whoſe for- 
tunes ſuffered enemies to their gouernment, as 
are his who is offered friends forhis own ſake,for 
| his Queens bloud, to his country now more re- 
ſpected. Yer letvs admitthe bounty of Semirams 
toombe, on which was ina written direction Cx.

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preſſed that thoſe who wanted mony might take 
there what they would: within notwithſtanding 
was oppoſed, that vnleſſe men were ill & vnſatt- 
able of coin, tzey would neuer dig vp the coffins 
of dead perſons for it: So keen they were in thoſe 
dayesto intice the worlde to take out this leſſon , 
That afte&tion ſhould not alwaies aduenturethe | 
vttermoſt that liberty giues ſhewe to haue ge- 
uen allowance for, Yetlet calumny be ſer apart 
in your cities, & the matter notreuiled with the 
infamy of the worde, S. George ſhall not go fo 
long on foote vpon this arraunt,that the moſt na- 
eurall Engliſh man ſhall finde him ſurbated in 
his journey, Benotdeceiued yee cityes & your 
friendes: for theſe are but ſclender aydes offered 
to any, when their aſſiſtaunces makes only the 
furtheraunce, where the encreaſe brought addes 
nothing to the ſtrength ſettled. VVho ſpeakes in 
you, either finde your applauſe, orleaue their ar- 
_— helpelſſe. Your pleaſing countenances, 

auing made the firſt ſpeech ſeem ſound, the reſt 
encreaſe, as Hydraes heads multiplyed. Hee, 
who ſittes down amongſt you, happily hath feri- 
ouſly thought vpon what he deliuers, &therinto 
hath wouen his affection and reaſon together : 
do not you approoue it, till you haue adiudged 
the one, diſleuered the other, One man happily 
the good ſound of his owne words well placed, 


another the mirth of his ieſt well formed, hath ſe- 
duced 
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duced in their indgementes of their owne dif- 
courſes, by whoſeerrors ſhold your wiſedses be 
vndermined,itwold be ſaid happily you were ey- 
ther cocordant by clamor or allured forfancies, 
Shal you who haue bohr'd & pageated for aking, 
are the glories of his {tate,now {cathim his honor 
in appointing your goods? Shal it be ſaid of you, 
who haue ſo wel faſhioned out this tritiph hither- 
to,that you can not maintain your ſelues out, as 
incoſtant,or for diſability mult i extremo attude- 
ficere? Then bring the honeſt yong ma,the modeſt 
yong maid rogether,let them wooe,& their frends 
tor them; letthem be made ſure by a contraQ in 
forme; let the cheer bee made ready, the day ap- 
pointed,friends inuited,fidlers calied,giue & take 
you parents & children on both {1des;cate,drink, 
dice,court, & make more matches, til day & half 
night be ſper:then refuſe your bridegros, tor what 
mariage was inſtituted. There are many deuiſes to 
blind good mening in theſe ages;ſuppoſed catho- 
likes may be attempted to be ſuppoled puritanes;

And wil aot you expect,that ſo many wiſedoms, 
as 
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as inhabite and ride vpon you, ſhall drawe one 
propoſitis,framed for your good,to the content 
of himto whom the thankes is due: Shall notyou 
like of a ſtate framed to honor a King,who brings 
aKing atrue honor to a ſtate?

honor of his place, the reputation of his nation? 
True it is, where perſons were vaknown, & king» 
domes vaheard of, Titles ſhould haue reputatiss 
as their wordes could fignihe : butthen they muſt 
ſo begin,as weapons were firſt found out, if you 
will belecue Horace, which was when men went 
together by the eares,firſt, vngu;bus et pugnisde- 
in fuſtious,atg, ita pcr0 pugnabant army que poſt fa- 
bricauerat vſus, Inthis caſe where the kingdomes 
accompt cannot bee blemiſhed, and almoſt the 
Kinges woonder hath bene cuery where cucn a- 
dored 
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dored,in that age let thoſe who like not to giue , 
him his due in a ſeſſion or otherwiſe, find then 
he knowes what he is now: which god graunt al. 
wayes to ſend, may encreaſe vpon him. Slightly 
as [ heare of argumentes toſſed amongſt you, ſo 
gladly defireI to ſettle you touching the: leauing 
with you my proteſtation of reverence humble, 
and loue faithful], rowards all ſuch as with vnder- 
ſtanding afte&tion ſtad ynder any burthen for the 
good and honorof theyr mother earth, and her 
children.

this infolded imbrace;as I ſuſpe& not bur all will 
be beſt being beſt vied : and of the reſt, let them 
rather doubt,then we feare. Many mes turns haue 
bene already ſerued, the Kings owne comfort is 
yet in petition: he ioyes not ſomuch to bea King 
tor his pleaſure, as to be a good King for the 
ſtates weal.His Maieſty takes now the firit oppor. 
tunitic, the flyes are now notſo buſye: holeſome 
counſel hath poured balme vpon opportunity in 
asking,magnificence in graunting. Yet are many 
the pretences may draw Kinges to be bolltiful: of 
which it you haue not elſewhere takE good view, 
you may here judge of ſome,being parte of many 
thoulads.Kings ſomtims are cuen torced to grar, 
not ſo much tor their deſire to beſtowe, as their 
{hame to denye - Non tam ſtudio quidem conceden- 
di,quam verecundia ncgand,gome haue vied this 
arzument, you know what my need requires, Scis 
guid mihi ops fit: when there was more need of 
Hoc opus eſt ſubito frxs ut fidere mutus , that they 
had wayted as dombe as the ſtars do on the ſun, 
Some ſayd Regi hoc dare nd connenit, a royallKing 
mult make his gift magnificent: VVhen as Nec Cy- 
n105 accipere decebat , Beggers ſhould haue ben no 
chuſers, More ſuters fall on vpon Kings:one who 
tor his wikdom,qura raris/reanother tor his con- 
ceit,qut« iucundisſizme : a third who tor his atten- 
dance 
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dice, quia th pradet et cenat cum Alexadro videtur, 
ſeek for gifts:certain Caliſtbeneſſes aduiſed by Ariſ- 
zotle, Others can often remember their ſeruices, 
praying rewards to be beſtowed for thoſe cauſes, 
and for that in no fortune they had ben from the 
Kings perſon: Sy/as from Agrizpa, Some haue aſ- 
ked, as more learned then their fellowes, for ha- 
uing giue cauſes of things:as why the lios deuou- 
red not Daniel.Somefor limping it the king lim- 
ped:haukers 8& hiiters,the faſhis of the Ethiopes. 
Some for ſitting late vp by him in thenight, and 


prayſing his royall Children: Cato the younger 


from Diotarus, Som mult take,leſt they ſhould be 
vnciuillin refuſing : Zenocrates from C4 lexander:; 
And they muſt be giue to,to try their good man« 
ners in wy fortheir ſoftnes muſt beg; 
hauing no fingers as may be ſuppoſed on theyr 
hads,& therfore driue to wear their rings in their 
ears:theſeruirs of Penus in Penulns in Plaut, Som 
requited for their preſcts:S:/oſon with Sammy from 
Darius, Some muſt buy, becauſe they offer deare, 
mulls precious,with much ſuite.Som muſt be giuE 
ro,though naughty perſ6s: Mores miſeratus non hos 
minetor pitty not of the man but of his miners. 
Som boiitifully dealt with,though not fro a kings 
hart, homint ſed bupanitati, a gitt beſtowed vps 
curteſie not mahood, 
Almuſt be grated by a king:for that he is as a god 
vpo the carth. Dixi quod 41 eſ{is,faith the Plalmiſt, 
I haue ſaide yee are gods, And that is to imitate 
E 2 god, 
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god to be bountifull, Petitions were long fince 
growne ſo vſual,as Seraphwwn would not ftrike the 
bal to A/exider in the TEnis-court, vnles he begd 
it himſelf: Noz prebes ſaith Alexader; Imo 19 pers 
ſaith Seraphio.,Yetin ſom times the gifts were but 
ſuch as Lupus gaue to Martzall,whe as he writ that 
he had a whole ciltry beſtow'd vpo him\ylefle then 
was one inthe bowpots ina corner of your nea- 
ter CitizEs windows:{uch a country,as in which a 
C ibbage would make a whole wood,ouer which 
a Graſhoppers wings atent,which to an Ant was 
but a dates feeding,and might be crowned with a 
Role bud;in which were two herbes onely grow- 
ing, wherin a Cucumber could not ſtad vpright, 
nor a Snake ly at eaſe: which one Mole could dig 
VP in a day, one Moule deſtroy as fearfully as the 
Calidonian Boare; 8& hath many other deſcripti- 
ons in his epigram to Lupus expreiled, conclu- 
ding that he had rather haue had a dinnerthen no 
deneer, pranaium quan predium Nam quo tempore 
mil predium dediſtignaliem mi pranaium dediſſes, 
In others, gitts had good fortune:as whe Ariſtip- 
pus ſayd ot Dyonittus the younger, That the king 
was fately bountiful and magnificent, becauſe he 
ſaw Plato fend him back his gifts againe . In 0- 
thers they had good vſe: as when Fabius Maxi- 
mus be{towed on Marſus, a valiat ſouldier, no ve. 
ry great gitts,to keep in very great ſpirits, The an- 
tent boone of Leuidenſe none begs:which was a 
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warme but light,yet comon garment Many now 
craue in many placesznot ſo much for want of ſuf- 
ficient, as becauſe though they know ſome haue 
morethen inough, yet they would bceloath to 
haueleſle then theyr fellowes: ſtriving as Otacili- 
us did to equall Torquatus: of whom it is written 
that as the ox burſt the toade,fo the one of them 
would ſplitin emulation of the other, vt bos r4- 
nam rumperat olim: ft: puto T orquatus rumpet Otacis 
liam Mileſtus was wont to ſay, there was no ſuch 
way to make a man quietly ſuffer aduerſity,as the 
knowledge that his enemy was in worſe proſfpert- 
ty:and think you, that emulatio,in this,works not 
as much, as, in the other, malice ? For this cauſe 
did the brethren of Ioſeph fell the ſon of Iacob 
vnto the Arabian merchants. For the other,did 
Caſlclius find our,that aPyne tree nut was an ap- 
ple,if it were to be thrown at Vatinius his enimies 
head. Horace beſtoweth much deſcription vpon 
thoſe who wold haue none fo great as theſelues, - 
and tels the tale of the toade , vitmli pede preſſus, 
who told her dam.when ſhe ſaw her ſwell tobe as 
great as the calfe , Nor ſi te ruperis;nquit,Par eris, 
But though it were vnfit in kings cauſes,Martials 
counſel] to Flaccus was vnhappy, which aduiſed 
rokeepthat to himſelfe which hee had purpoſed 
amongſt others; when as the offence of many, 
who ſhould not get,was dangerous, the beſtow- 
ing vponalburdenſom, Demeruiſſe duos votum eſt : 
E 3 offendere 
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offendere plures vix tutum:Cuntts mittere dona gr 4« 
vc,Our Soueraigne,as his goodneſle is great; ſo 
his rewards,his gifts, his aduancementshaue not 
bin ſmal . Tully had notſo great cauſe to brag of 
his Queſtorſhip well diſcharged in Sicily,when 
he came home ro Rome; as ſome giue ſhew of 
our Soueraigns bounty , who paſle Fm one of 

ou to another, Howſoeuer,it may truly be ſaid,it 
hath rather bin a Royall king then an yeares Ma- 
piſtracy yet performed, hath aduanced Tully to 
ſalute Roome;(o glorified from Sicily, ſo enuyed 
athome I ake itnotill then(Tully ) ifno body at 
Roome woulde talke to thee of thy Quzſtorſhip, 
of thenews of thy cariage wherin thou thoughtſt, 
tohaue found all men full. And why ſhould not 
ſuch gifts, as they cary, be beſtowed by him, who 
hauing long ſtated for power,ought now onlyto 
affe& glory and good will? Privs ſaid Antigonus 
mihj opus erat potentiaznunc vero gloria et beneuolen- 
tia . Whar other humane indeauour hath this 
worthy king more ſeriouſly taken in hand, then 
the benifiting of his & the countries friends, the 
recocilemer& agreemet of the enemies of both? 
' whereofthe one,as they were made vp,partely by 
his loueto his country, his defire to honour it,to 
aduice hirfaln nobility,to requite ſuch as had de- 
ſerued beſt ofher, to giue many more then theyr 
own , {ince the country had fo gladly giuen him 
his own:partlyby thoſe he brought with "ng 
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had ſome of them bin reſcuers of his life,fom ex- 
traordinary aſſiſtants of his eſtate,others ſuch as 
he could notbut reward here,for ſeruices perfor- 
med there,where memory was the rewarde hee 
cold properly giue,& was all in their honors they 
would willingly take. So enimies to kings do oft- 
neſt prow,either by wat of what ambition made 
them deſire; or forlacke of what expenſes had 
drawn into waſte:Els ſome ſomtimes affe& whar 
blind zeal makes themthink fit,or fals indgement 
rather falſe harts willnotletthem ſeepertinent & 
proper,But as his Maieſtyhath,no more then was 
fir ,rewarded the firſt; vnlefle they can ſay to him 
as the yong man ſaith in Terence, Neſcis quid mis 
hi ovtigerit,you cannotrell Sir what hath lighted 
vpon me: So hath he mercifully ſpared the other; 
inſomuch that he hath neither cofiſcated them.as 
Tiberius the Emperor did the kings of Spain, 
Sicily & Greece, ob lene impudenſy, calumniarit ae- 
n4s:forany lightor ſhametull kind of ſlander: nor 
fined them as Cafſtus did Sylla, & Calphurnius: 
trom one of whom he took qummquazies ſeſtertin,& 
fro theother ſexagzes,Himlelfe, being for any riot 
he is addicted vnto,as free fro witeither of ought 
belonging to himſelf, or for his couctouſnes tro 
need of any thing others poſſeſſe.Bur either ar pe 
titions of faire Ladies, none offenders;or for ſom 
reſpects laid before him by his wiſer Nobility; ei- 
ther elſe for pure inclinatio vnto mercy;hath be- 
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$ylla, been ſteward of his eſtate, kept others vp, 
who would haue kept otters downe, Thanks to 
ſo high diſcerning,which found that when Soue- 
raigatic could not ceprefſe liberty, benefits could | 
more ſtrictly rhcn treaſon take ie priſoner. Nor 
hath hee yer inflicted ſo much as exile vpon any 
of them,knowing it a baniſhment that they fors« 
ſooke his tuſtice, And thathe detaineth them.,1s 
out of his mercy: for boulder were they,and of 
better countenice could they be,when each had 
his diſconcent; then now when they haue proofe 
in themſclues,8& the world ſees it apparatly how 
vnworthily they had placed it. Marcellus the Ci- 
uilian, wrighting vpon a booke of the Digeſtes, 
ſhewes three kindes of baniſhment: either from 
certaine places;or from al places,beſides certain; 
cither elſe a cofining to ſome Iland, And though 
all theſe be vpon them, yetthey hadnothing of 
this puniſhment, did not one certaine place re- 
ſtraine them: & may they be confined to an Ilid, 
it curther mer&y ſhall deliuer,& further occaſion 
ſhalnotimploy them , & thatIland ſoprepared; 
the one by their Soueraignes grace, the other in 
his prudece; they arenot only like to be inlarged 
to a country, bur find rheir country inlarged to 
them. Touching whome pittic 15 itthey rather 
were not free for this argument, then bound by 
the other offece. There are of them,whole births, 

courages, blouds, experiences, and conditions, 
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as they were noble before they loſt them;ſo nobly 
could they haue ſpoken of this argumet, & I hope 
by this time haue found much cauſe to bee much 
forward hereabout. Yet is there one of the wold 
bring much gricte vnto me, (though wiſhhim all 
go0d,in his weldoing)it he or his abettor,his Ste- 
ward orProtector,or his faction, ſo many as are of 
the olde haunce for his cauſe ſhould beableto pre- 
iudice me morc for compalsion:then I could draw 
ſafegard to my (clfe,by retraining euill defart,labo- 
ring good merit. But howſocuer theſe, ſome of 
them much vnhappy before , in this eſtate at this 
time haue all tryed the Kings Maicſties grace in 
their ſeucrall particulars : in that notwithſtanding 
they haue beene abſent from the true joyes of their 
Countrey,and from the aftaires in hand,they may 
ſay as Demetrius Phalerins (aid , heu inquicta negott« 
a:/1one[que noſtras quorum cauſa hattenus tantum virs 
noſſe non licuit, Well hath hee ſpent his time in this 
timewhocrc he was,and worthily who wrotethe 
tractate of the vnion,wherein hee hath performed 
his taske,and made his worke prouec his title. Ma- 
ny good lawes hath hee giuen vs to tye the vnion 
by : For beſides what he writes like a Philoſopher 
lernedly,& of the Kings goodnes multipliciouſly, 
letthe ſoule of his Common-wealthbe tryed, and 
you may cally diſcerne whether judgement can, 
orought recommend his worke to a Parliament,to 


be made an Acte of : yetfinee be will needes tryc 
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his owne inference by his owne applications, WCE 
will likewiſe examine his whole worke,by the rule 
of his owne inuention, And firſtwhat coſcience can 
beleeue,that he who could not be drawnetomed- 
dle with clannes in Scotland, would be content to 
abeta faction in England? Thele factions were of 
heate; and asthey drew bloud;ſo loonertEpted the 
bloud made the motives more ſtrong,th? partakers 


' more palstonate; wheras in factions cold diſcretio 


canabide much paule,& the time giuen for reſpite 
&11es it (cltea meanes for determinatio of vpright- 
nes, What conſcience can beleeue that he who by 
the Engliſh bloud in a Grand mother got three 
kingdoms,willnotas much loue the Engliſh as the 
Scottiſh,by wh6 he had butprefermet to one?what 
coſcience can perſwade it ſelt,that he who hath ad 
uaced many here without deſart towards himſelf, 
will not continue his honors for daily ſcruices tor 
his own behoofe performed? what reaſo can deny 
that the quiet we now enioy, & riches by that qui- 
et,may not both be encreaſed, when our kingdom 
ſhall be abroad more fearetul,&the more hids ſhal 
bring the greater profits into the land? what reaſon 
can pierce into that no reaſon hath diued into,to 
take Gods proutdenceaway from cotinuing, what 
only by bis prouidence he hath ſetled. Toa worke 
diuine adde not thoughts humane, what reaſo can 
diſcerne that men long combined, ſhall not rather 
holdctogether,the menneare in oportunitics held 
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off farre,torſleight ſeeming reſpedts? Ard doany 
examples teach that richer ſubteAs are nor more 
fearcfullof offending lawes? teach any examplzs, 
that men by naturc,tight, language, condition, & 
occaſion vnited,are vnunited by vnio? Or teach a- 
ny exiples that Monarchies well ſet]ed, cannot re- 
preſſe any ils as they are growing? welhath he ther 
foretaught you to ſettle preuention, where dome- 
ſt;quely ye gouerne not, Frice & Spaine haue their 
moments to be colidered, further the into this our. 
owne is to belooked. The one he tels you harh a 
cuſtome,the other a pretext againſt Englid:& ſha] 
England re{uſealdeagainſt them 8 all others, whe 
God ordinarily & extraordinatily offers it not ob- 
ſcurely? The increaſe,none helps England, be thou 
my countreyvnthanktul;care not if Scotland ſtand 
as Ircland fell;diſvnite Wales,as notnceding it;{ce 
abroad for friends,though they be Turkes ; main- 
taine others quarrels to preſerue your own fafetics; 
ſet vp garil6s againe; make new Lords of Matches; 
draw moretrom the rich, fro the poore what they 
only haue;ace or exact, as it itwere the laſt ate; 
live as poore as Spaine, yet have none Indies;as vn- 
certaine as [taly , but lefle fricnded and fruitfull, 
deſire helpe one day, who may giue helpes now; 
cry outthen when your own haue loſt you,&they 
whoare vpo you, ſhallnotknow your language. 
Then may you warlike the Switzers, when other 


Countties, who haue imbraced what youretuſed, 
ſhall 
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ſhallenioy with ſcorne of you,wharyou held, and 
might haue held beforethem , and them to either 
in dearenes, or at their deere rate. My natiue coun- 
trey,I craue pardon for my boldnefle,zeale having 
tranſported meas farre into paſsion of after ſuc= 
ceſſes ro be doubred,it this ſtand thus doubrfull;as 
I hope 1t is tothcir ſurmiſes event , whodeeme 
that for want of iſlue in this Kings loyne, thetwo 
Countries may againe be ſeperated , though this 
now be embraced. But Ictme betryed whether 
perſwade honeſt things, & I hope my vehemency 
ſhallnor be imputed faulty. Soone do they breake 
vpon firoccaſion, whoare too ſoone repelled for 
no knowne cauſe. Why ſhould not we wiſh them 
lo wel as our Lawes?why thuld we wiſh our ſelues 
ſoill, astheirnot being one with vs * Many will 
be the marriagesin time,to make our Nationsful- 
ly one : as many are the houſes, they bring inwith 
them ofour own, VVhat was itmade the Romans 
and the Sabinesfriends, but theRomanes getting 
to wiuesthe Sabines daughters? they tooke them 
by violence,theſc haue opportunitic for loue: and 
thinke you we ſhal ſpare to goe for martiages into 
Scotland, when their daughters ſhall bee rich to 
maintaine vs in England? Thinke you many thou- 
jand occalions willnot make vs enterchange,if this 
one occa(ion had but made the Kings roadetothe 
ict, Beofcourage therefore honourable Cities, 
and your fricnds ofall qualities,and bee what you 
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arc;ſuch an Iland as were a world to you, knew you 
no part of the world belides. Be what you are,and 
delire nothing rather tobe 2nd ſis efſe velis nth!l 
que malis : Knowethis rather to be done, then im- 
treaty, finiſhed aboue , not imperfect beneath, all 
elſc how(-zeuer ſeeming, more yncertaine then this 
yet not appeared. Let the honeſtic of this cauſe iy. 
tice you,the honour moue you , the profit ſuatch 
youtoit, Thengratitude know nothing better; 
thelarger the Iland, the nobler the Nation ; and 
who knoweth not that Concordia res parus creſcunt, 
diſcordia maxima dilabuntur , lcauc not theſe faggot 
ſtickes out of your band,thele arrovwes out of your 
ſheate. Better is that bornea great deale whercof 
men are aſhamed, then that whereof they repent. 
\ Tfany ſhould thinke it a ſhame to looſe the name, - 
let him know their helpe loſt would make vs more 
repent: The peopleto be called by the name ofthe 
Countrey is but Cognatum vocabulum rei, 
Now is this vnion on foote ; much hath beene 
laid therein;much written therenpon;Our Kinges 
affection is ſerled thereto, All theſe will do hurt, 
if thisnow donot good. Ifany ſhould: geſſe ma- ; 
ny the meanes which thould debarre inconueni- | 
encestocome, are now already taken from our 
©o0d: he may haply fall into their opinicn, who 
have deemed citherthis ſhould haue begun with 
the vnſetling of the reſt; or withtheſctling of this 


onely expedient, the other haue beene vnſetled

hand in hand, They were onely the Fpicures 
ſet, who would neuer enter into any other profel- 
on of Philoſophy - yetwere the Stoikes, and the 
Academickes both more learned and lefle viti- 
OUS. 

Ic is written of Alexander , that when it was 
toldehim , that an handlome man had gotten his 
fiſter with childe , hee made aunſwere, that it 
was to bee graunted him to cnioy his king- 
dome too. This liſter of CAlexazaders , is not 
ſought without leaue ; is not defiled withour 
vertue; hath herlouer no leſſe comely in parts and 
features, 

In Egypt itis written were great ſtore of Cro- 
codiles,there the dogges tor thirſt driuen to crink, 
did euerfolapin N:1ss, as they were cuer remo- 
uing. Thisieſt was broke vpo Anthory,atter the Mu 
tine flightthat he caried himlſcltlike the dogs of E- 
gypt.Shal wethen haue received this Nation with 
applauſe? honored the in our high Counſel] of the 
Kings eſtate,and of the cſtate of the Kingdome? 
admitted them dignitics ? admitted them ho- 
nours in titles, in poſletstons? recciued them with 
loue into our houles ? crepte attheir knees in the 
Engliſh Court? haue put our money into their 
pockets? put them into our fortes , ſtrengthes, 
& Caſtles,and ihall wee now make meu and tur, 
the Scottiſh & the Engliſh,our {clues & thEſelues? 
Nay,ratherlet vs ſpeake as heartily as the kinde 
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man did in Terence, Hos niſi mors nobis ddimet nemo; 
Letvsin name and vertue be the (ame : let the 
good of both joyne together , and the good of 
both put downe the ill ofeither. Some who ne- 
ucriudged atight what it was to live ſo vnited, 
way raſhly ſay they had rather dyethen bee ynt- 
ted. 

He was but an young man 1n Terence, who vicd 
that perſwaſton for his afteCtion onely , emori ma = 
lim : but an olde man gaue this counſell out of 
long experience , Firſt learne what itis to liue; 
if then that life diſpleaſe , when thou knoweſt it, 
thou mayeſt beſtowe this on thy (clfe which thou 
now chuleſt, 

Platoframedadefinition ofa man, that he was 
aliuing creature, going vpon two .feete , and 
without feathers : which definition was mock- 
ed by ſhewe ofa Cocke, his feathers pulled oft: 
But the Authour of the traQate of the vnion, hath 
given this man , if you will hence deriue him, 
foure legges to walke on. | 

So ſtrongly therefore vnderſet , hee aduens 
tured that diſcourſe, knowing belike , that 
the perſwaſion of juſt thinges pleaſed the 
Gods ; and that the people of Athens 
would not kill Phocion,if they repented a lit- 
tle. 

Mildly they yet proceed, for they cal __ ct 
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his wit rather gluing a backward commendation 
of his labour (ſpent, thenthecauſe, vſc of his argu- 
ments in behalfethereof. Sure hee was ſome great 
Councecllor who gaue the King that aduice, that 
he ſhould notliue out of his Countrey wherein he 
was borne,and from 1t (that was not to let his N«- 
men be teltinit)togerher. 

What, though hec hath pleaſured many ofthat 
Nation: ought the well doing ofa few be his one- 
ly care? Istherewarding of his ſeruants, all that 
talles into a Kings ſtudic 7 tor his comon wealthes 
good? haue we had {o much benefit by their com- 
ming,and ſhall we deny them ſhare of that we en- 
ioy by them? They haue bred vs a King, they 
haue brought him ſafe, they haue brought him = 
uery way perfect;of nature, good, learning great, 
vertues many; of iſſue fruitfull; and on his head a 
Crowne, before he came here ; Matched moſt roy- 
ally for the qualitie of her bloud ; gallantly for her 
perſon;and aboueall for the goodneſſeretiding in 
her royal ſclt,8& her happines in her ſweetitſue,deſ- 
cended from her: And ſhall we now vſe Scotland 
as an olde {cabbard,or a Kings cradle. Ymaitiusa 
bond-flaucin Romegfor preventing only by rela- 
tion vntoa Colul,the treaſons of the ſons of T reat- 
tely,and of Brutus, was not onely made frec; but a 
law made for the freedome of all bondflaues, cal- 
led Lex vinaicia:by which eucr afterwards none of 
them could be taken by force,or haue violence of- 


fered 
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fered tothem by allowance : How much rather 
ought we to ena ſome memorable record vnto 
polteritie, whereby this great bleſsing from that 
Nation may be acknowledged vnto it? the rather 
they hauing demeaned theml(elues ſo honorably, 
as to giue vs 1uſt {arisfation of their valours; An 
excellent cauſe now God will hauc vs friends, why 


we ſhould lone entirely. 
This isa courſe fitter forvs to embrace, then 


our {trengths refuſed by other aduerſities,to hope 
of ourſnccours. But now rather to ſpeakea little 
in behalfe,and for vie of our owne comon-wealth, 
then to periwade their particulargoodin it, As 
our lawes are the beſt, or we mult ſay ſo of them, 
wholive vnder them, of all Nations, whereby our 
kingdome is gouerned;fo the;ciuilllawes being no 
ſuch ſtrangers vnto them ſoraewhat would ſoone 
be eſtabliſhed; whereby we might get the benefit 
of theirs, by the aſſent of ours, to thecoſent of both, 
Which while it is in indeuor, they by precile loo- 


| kinginto ours, wil get reformed ſome abules crept 


inby time, cuſtome, or miſſe-interpretation; ſuch _ 
as my Lord Chancellor in his integritic ſhewed 
daily,and diversof the graue Tudges, and chicfcly 
the chiefeſt of them, as oportunities ſerue , for 
conſcience ſake,do amend as they apply them,and 
but by ſuch an occaſion as t:is,will hardly euer be 
mored ypon. 


Of this argumenr,fcr agrcement of both lawes, 
G (except 
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(exceptIbedecciued ) a friend of mine ; and 
worthie to bce yours, hath very lately , verie 
ſhortly written: comparing the Grandes, the Ti- 
tles, the rules, and right vſc of both , ( as his oc« 
caſion led him ) ſolearnedly , ſo fully , and ſo cx- 
periencedly together , as the two common 
Wealthes may ſoone bee taught , that there is no- 
thing diſagreeing in eflence betweene them, no- 
thing ofthe ones ſubſtancewanting to the other, 
(the termes and practiſes onely hauing giuen the 
ſhewe of differencehitherto.) But | cannot 
mdge whether hee will bee indged woorthic any 
great imployments, ſince Hanno was but vnthank- 
fully deak withall , who firſt tamed a Lion. Te 
were pitie a Common-Wealthes man ſhould 
hauc more encouragement in his trauell, then 
his conſcience of vell doing. 

To returne to my purpole; if for many ſeene 
benefits, which wee cannotchuſe but reape , be- 
ſides the fatisfaftion of our Souecraigne , no way 
were motiuetoa heartic Subie, there ſhould 
ingrowe any inconueniences; the Kinges delire. 
tanding in heede of the Ace Trimolias the true 
Corinth , would take part againſt his owne bro- 
ther, forthe good of the Common-Wealth . Bur 
theſe doubtes ſtands like the Mountaines Anaxe- 
goras was asked whetherat the laſt they would not 
bee water; whole aunſwere was, in time they 
would , Tempus edax rerum, &s. Time doth 
worke 
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worke what no man knoweth in 'the faithful! 
Turtle Doue. 

Martial was very angrie with afellowe, who 
would necdes knowe thinges vppon ſuppoſalles, 
as how hec would behaue himſelfe if hee were 
rich ; and ſhutting him off with this aunſweare; 
if men can foretell how thinges ſhall ſucceede, 
how wilt thou behaue thy ſclte , if thou becom- 
meſt aJijion? Purnquam poſſe puids , &. Tſocrates 
wastroubled with the vncertaintic of the time, 
how hee might behaue himſelfe , when hee 
might haue a boxe on the eare; for then, andnot 
clic hee would wearcaHelmer, This caulc great 
Cities, and your friendes from Story writers fly- 
ing away ſo wilde, ſits now as gently by vs, 
as Tubero the Pretors Pye did, which came 
ſtrangely to his hand, and )of which the South- 
layers foretolde that muich good would come 
with her , were ſhee accepted, if otherwiſe, much 
Hlto thePretor: her hee pulled in peeces, butnot 
without his owne miſchicfe,

In Phrigia and Silenus was a great earthquake, 


which conſumed many houſes and moralles, 
The Oracle ſaide , ſome rich thing muſt bee 
throwneinto it : Death of a Kinges Sonne one- 
ly ſtopped the gaping. of the carth in thoſe 
places , Here is no earth-quake , but heauens 
ſhine - here is life and renowne to our Kings 
Sonne , our worthy Prince, ours and many more 
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kingdoms hope.The Oracle ſayes not,dye ſonne; 
butliue all friendly together. Tully in the dreame 
of Scipio faith , that all they who haue ſaued their 
Countrey, haue helped their Countrey, haue en- 
creaſed their countrey, haue in heauen a place ap- 
pointedthem, where euerlaſtingly they ſhall ioy. 
That was the cauſe why the Ambaſladors of the 
Carthagenians andthe Sirenenſes : were conten- 
ted to make the condition of being buried quicke, 
where they challengd their bounds : So great was 
their loue to the inlargement of their Countrey; a 
deſire cuer proſecured, and neuer but weakely by 
Darius in 2uintss Curtias his time only gaine-ſaid, 
that a kingdome might be too great. On the other 
fide remember but how Themi/tecles dealt with 

Zerxes,for the oucrthrow of al Greece, becaule his 
eountrey had ingratetully reſpe&ted him. And 
had not CArtaxerxes hung vp my Hamon, CH ardo- 
cheus had beene betrayed in his owne Countrey 
beyond the Kings diſpoſition, but that did I beare, 
though it coſt me deare, As I forgiue,ſo I forget, 
and returne to this: It the Engliſh haue nor generall 
peace, which rhey ſhall not till they bee knowne 
generally (trong(for yet forreiners may bee ſuſpec- 
ted butto prye into ourſtate , to breake or holde, 
reſoluing neither but by the firſt ivſtru@ions)they 
will cre long grow ſo vnanſwerable of Taskes and 
Sabitdies, that the ColleQors ſhall fine thern, as 
n another common-wealth was ſeene,playing in 


the 
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the ftreetes,a ſhrewd ſigne,that they be no money 
keepers. Bur ifthey once {ee our fortune ſitting, 
they will then thinke ſhe will ſo findethe benefit of 
her eaſe, as (hee will cuer be knownewhere to bec 
found, Now is our ground ready , what ſcede wee 
ſow, weſhall reape. This cauſe talkes nuthing of 
inconuenience,yet the man,thoughgood, though 
iuſt,though innocent, is feared, wir bonus,inſtus, in. 
wocens timetur,poucttie is pretended, faith Martial. 
it is not pouertie to haue nothing, Non eſt paupertas 
Neſtor haberenthil, The faultſure is this, the poore 
ſeekes friendihips vnworthy affeions , qued col: 
imgratas pauper amicitias, Nay they haue their pecu.- 
liartiches where they are,in as largea maner as we 
make account of ours here. But this is to tennice 
freely, but not to deniſe kindly. Many Ilec knowe 
how to counſell;tew fide I, who can tell how to 
make the Conlu!l. The King ſhould haue long 
hands, as farre reaching as Kent and Kentile, and 
would you haue the King feed with one gloue on, 
& another off?Itwould be ſaid of him, Totus & i 
foto per totum totus + omnis , Ejſe omn:s du vis incipts 
eſſe tuus : that he then beginneth to be his owne, 
when he will be all,and jnall,and by all, and all e= 
uery where, And though ſomepretend fables, how 
the Wolfe, by ar the farſt getting an houſe ts 
| breedein,atthe laſt hauing many litters, helde ir 
by ſtrengeh againſt the owner: Yet what can theſe 
things moue in ordered comon wealthes , where 
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no more intereſt is attained, then the lawes 
adinirt +ight to: Twlly in his pleading for Roſcins, 
ſhewes how many waycsthe lawes puniſh thoſe, 
whole demaundesare greater then the lawes doe 
allow, The like doth Craſſus in Tully. Our lawes 
will maintaine vs in our owne well enough; 
though our conditions | hope will not make them 
pay ſodeare, asthe Engliſh did when they went 

to ferchthe Kingand Queene from Scotland, 
This may be giuen to the King forthem; in- 
deede, tothem for vs; the reſt they ſhall enioy, 
as the lawe will , for whatthey buy , by the law 
they may call their owne. Demurrethen no lon- 
ger my great and deare friendes , vpon this ar- 
. gument, butreturne this aunſweare , that Nep- 
zune did by the Raine-bowe Terram eſſe commus- 
mem. \ hich though hedurſt not defend againſt 
Tupiter ; yet you hauc Tupiter on your fide, againſt 
whome to centend were madnefle , as withan 
cquall doubrfull; with an inferiour baſe. Seneca 
layth of power, that ifit inuiteto anything, nay, 
if it intreateought, it compelles it, Eafte it is not 
to write againſt him in his gouernment, whocan 
{coreaman out of his gouernment : Non facile eſt 
in tum ſcribere qui poteſt proſcribere. Fauorinus the 
Philoſopher , admitteth Hadrian the better iudge- 
ment, becauſe he commaunded thirtie Legiors. 
The matter then beingeuen, let vs not contend 
vnequally, for had not nature ſeated this kingdom 
within

within you , you might well haue helde it,with- 
out you, Well had Scipio Emilian diſcharged this 
Cenſorſhip, had the Quirites given him a fellow 
Pretoorr not give him one, Think not vp6 what 
Cato laith,that it is not to be maruciled at, if what 
a man thinkes an excellent good, hebe loath to 
ſhare with another ; Burlet Plutarchteach you to 
gaine authoritie, and power with expedition: ſo 
neicher ſmoake ſhall make the fire vnpleaſant in 
the kindling; nor enuic lay ſnares to impeach 
glorieby inthe framing. 

It longer you ſtay vpon further deliberation, 
this buſineſſe hauing beene determined by the 
Comittee in heauen, Scipio Emilian muſt nedes 
tell the Senate, that neither of the Conlules is 
fit for the ſeruice of the Common-Wealth : For 
Seruius Sulpitins Galba was poore , and had no- 
thing, and Yalerins could neuer thinke he had 
enovgh.' Yet {ince the men on both ſides are ſcrs 
uiceable, maketheir conditions as agrecing Aa: 
monegſt chemſelues ; ſo fit for the Common- 
Wealth:let the one inioy more ,the other couet 
leſle; ſo ſhall both encreaſe apace , and Rome be 
well ſcrued. 

If any obic& their: affeftions bee vn- 
like ours , that comes not outof nature , but 
cuſtome. As the Ayre is tempered , fſayerh 
Tully ' in his Divination ; ſo are the chil- 
dren ſpirited, their wittes formed, their _ 
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their minds,their bodies. and the ations of their 
lite, Looke inthe Engliſh and Scotchmens faces: 
ſee whether Caucaſus haue degot them vpon hard 
rockes. Ourclimateis the ſame; our temperatures 
alike;it any thing within our gouernment make vs 
differ,it is but cuſtome, They haue not ſo many 
Cities as We; they followe feeds which we do nor; 
yerfinde I not, but weare prickcrs as wellas they, 
and it ic be obſcrued what (tore of Ritters we haue 
gct,itmay betcared that two Cheuallcrs, being not 
Caſtor and Poilux,may be driven to one Chiual, to 
ride on belides the ſaddle. Bur let Herodotas writc 
' aS much as he will of tke kingdom of cuſtome: for 
though Darius could not get the Grecians to eate 
their dead Fathers for any golde; nor the Indians 
to burne theirs for any iron;becaule of the contra- 
rieties of their vſesin both: yer aſſure I my ſelfe,this 
Nation honours the King with-ſo much zeale; he 
15 able to teach the, with ſo much skill;,embrace vs 
with ſo much affeion,eſpecially it wee bee once 
voncd in indifſoluble bounds; asI knowe nor any 
cuſtome may be fit forthemtoleaue, ſhall notbe 
diſcontinued, nor any new lawe to be put ih vie,to 
which the firſt day ſhall not finde them accordant. 
Si fingere me putas .iſud ſalutemus,They do many of 
them vnderſtand what was Cyrus his counfell to 
leaue thoſe mountaines Countries , and deſcend 
into the plaines,there with thetimesto change the 


manners , as Tully writes to Atticys,where as the 
ſcedes 
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ſeedes are like the plants, theliues of menarelike 
the countrics, There ſhalthey beſt learne to obey, 
where the King fits higheſt to rule: there ſhall they 
heare him clearcly, where 1/e reett aiitis animes & 
peitora mulcet, For this deede done none ſhall need 
to looke backe into his conſcience wita affright- 
ment. For this name taken,none ſhall need to vn- 
derſtand the Nation to be embaſed: For this king- 
dome inlarged , none ſhall inde their owne ſtates 
impaired, As touching vnion with others and 
their abbetments, ye may there 1udge of your ad- 
uices,among thoſe who hauelearnedlyand graue- 
ly refuted that fourth "queſtion of the booke 
intituled YVindide contra tyrannos: Wherein is atl- 
courled , whether one Prince may toyne With the 
{ubiectsof another, who take ypon them armes 
fordefence of defending religion. My purpoſe be- 
ingtobeſhort, ſhall rather inſinuate my zealous 
with of home-combining then forraine vies, the 
one naturall and politique; the other politique a- 
lone if ſo much; I asxe your body but within your 
girdle; your head couered oneiy with your hat, 
your garment tobe grauerthen partie-coloured: 
and offer you Fraunce and Spaine for examples, li 
mited by thoſe bounds, nature her ſelfc hath ap= 
pointed vnto them,the Montes,Perrenezl,theSea, 
the Alpes, with thereſt. Noris it conſtantly neld, 
that our name of Britays ſhould bee deriued of 


Eruts,cather ſome hold we are called Pritzons,ofa 
xl word 
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word which ſignifies a Marte or Fayre, of Quffe 
for which,this whole Ifland,as well al parts as any 
one part, Wales and Cornwall , as England and 
Scotland, is in one kinde or other repleniſhed. 
Nor ought that worde of Marte ſecme to haue 
lefle boundes then Ciuitas, which(as Ariſtotle wri- 


teth) (egnihech a whole Common- wealth. As 


for our priuate goods,thogh I could anſwere Pub< 
lica prinatis ſunt dnteponenaa, yet lct the ſtories bee 
bur ſearched,how our forreine conqueſtes haue 
bene hindred by the opportunities the Scots haue 
taken in our abſenccs; and how icalouſies hauc 
onely made vs diuerſcly combine our ſelues; they 
with Fraunce, wee with the houſe of Burgendie, 
they ſhall inde how likely it is, that priuate mens 
marchandize may be loſt in the wracke ofthe ge- 
nerall fecte. Other obiections (LouldT goe abour 
to frame, ſuch as pride or curioſitie might {uggelt 
vnto me; as much as I hauc heard ſhould I ende- 
vour to anſ{were, the neceſſary themes of ſome 
mens ſeeming wiſe; I doubt much how I could 
{wimfrom out their deluge. Xoahs Arke,or Chaw- 
ers Trough being vnbuilt againſt (uch an inunda- 
tion. Steeples ſtand not vp hereas in the drownd 
countries of our lowencighbours, There are no 
ſea-markes appearing to dire&;no caſtles,no forts, 
no citties to prote&t, hilles and mountaines are 
here ouerwhelmed.and the ſolutions of theſe fol- 
lowing would be the diſſolution of the time _

aboutthem,and no reſolution of any thing for the 
applying of Gods bleſſings to our vies; 4nimo vo- 
lenti nihil difficile : while we lay all will be ſubuer- 
ted, the lawes oucr: hrowne, mens ſtates taken a- 
way, thena:ions honor loſt, and ou: diſh well ſcr- 
ued in, ſliced intoa galiemawtrey , cuverpey pe- 
redand faltbuttereds wee ({pread feares, doubtes,
